Before June 4 
and the austerity drive that followed. Beijing 
had shown its willingness to turn a blind eve to 
whatever generated foreign exchange for the 
national coffers. 

China will also be careful not to disrupt 
Hong Kong as a goodwill gesture toward even- 
tual reunification with Taiwan. according to 
many analysts. 

But Hong Kong’s most important ally is 
time. As Beijing's aging hierarchy eventually

Hong Kong is often praised for its resilience. 
The colony survived Japanese occupation dur- 
ing World War i and endured Beijing-inspired 
rioting, during che Cultural Revoluuon. It re- 
formed itself after suffering a series of bureau- 
cratic crises and has dusted off stock market 
crashes, property collapses and financial 
frauds. 

Throughout those trials, the colony perse- 
yvered because of the common interests of its 
local and expatriate community. The business 
of Hong Kong, to paraphrase an American 
president, is business. In no other city are all 
other considerations — racial. ethnic and reli- 
gious — so easily subdued. 

But in the aftermath of 1989. Hong Kong 
has been forced to consider the hard prospect 
that its corporate and social bylaws may soon 
change. The “borrowed place on borrowed 
time” will no longer be a capitalist showcase, 
but the domain of what is widely considered to 
be one of the most brutal regimes in che world. 

What Hong Kong will look like in 1997 
depends heavily on the strategies its tycoons 
and lawmakers adopt within the next few
